Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Page 9 line 3 
refers to fig. 2a whereas apparently Fig. 2 is intended.. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because the specification^age 23 lines 16-21 
.suggests a further processing step (S7?) in Fig. 6 whereas Fig. 6 in this location has an 
undiscernible legend.

Although the conflicting claims are not 
identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because the aforementioned 
patents are claiming the apparatus and method claim feature where, during the 
calibration mode the at least some photodetectors of the same photodetector set(s) 
which are used later in the processing mode are also used to calibrate the device soas 
to identify the wavelengths best usable as the first and second wavelengths of 
photodetectors in the processing mode. Therefore when the current application base 
claims use claims' language '...on the basis of a detection result (relationship) of said 
first photodetection means' this is readable against the sequential sending of signals 
first to calibration detection and later to processing detection in both cases using plural 
selected photodetectors. 



Claims 2-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
